OMUGELING TREATY 
WILL END MONDAY 


Opening Way to Lift 
Arms Embargo. 


DIPLOMATS CONSIDER 
ACTION SIGNIFICANT 


President’s Decision Believed 
Due to Calles’ Stand in 
Dispute Over Lands. 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 
America has at last taken a definite 
and positive step toward ending the 
long drawn-out controversy with Mex- 
ico. 

Unable, apparently, to obtain satis- 
factory guarantees from the Calles gov- 
ernment that American properties 
would not be confiscated, the United 
States government yesterday announced 
the so-called smuggling treaty with 
Mexico would be abrogated on Monday 
next, March 28. This paves the way 
for the lifting of the arms embargo and 
is generally interpreted to spell the be- 
ginning of the end of the Calles re- 
gime. 

As pointed out exclusively in The Post 
on March 12, the threat to denounce 
this treaty was the cause of the un- 
usual anxiety which Calles manifested 
when he summoned Ambassador Tellez 
to Mexico City. There were other mat- 
ters involved, but the fear that Presi- 
dent Coolidge would denounce the 
treaty was uppermost in the minds of 
Mexican officials, while the mystery 
over the new turn in relations between 
the two governments was being every- 
where discussed. 


“Diplomatic Denial” Explained. 


State Department officials made dip- 
lomatic denial of The Post’s article 
relative to this smuggling treaty by 
stating that “the matter of terminating 
the treaty was not under considera- 
tion.” Explanation was volunteered 
yesterday that this denial was techni- 
cally correct because decision had al- 
ready been reached to terminate the 
treaty and the matter was, therefore, 
strictly speaking, not under considera- 
tion. 

Yesterday’s official statement by Sec- 
retary of State Kellogg follows: 

“The convention between the United 
States and Mexico to prevent smuggling 
and for certain other objects was signed 
December 23, 1925, ratified March lI, 
1926, and proclaimed March 18, 1926. 
It went into effect, so far as the United 
States was concerned, upon March 28, 
1926. By its terms the convention was 
to remain in force for one year, upon 
the expiration of which perjod, if no 
notice of a desire to terminate it had 
been given by either party, it was to 
continue in force until 30 days after 
either party should give notice of ter- 
mination. 


Notice Given to Mexico. 


“Upon due consideration, the govern- 
ment has concluded to terminate the 
treaty at the expiration of the year, 
and has accordingly given the appro- 
priate notice to the government of 
Mexico. 

“It may be pointed out in this con- 
nection that the United States has no 
commercial treaty with Mexico, and

Coolidge Refuses to Spend 
Summer Touring Country 


White House Announces Absence From Washington 
Will Be Confined to Usual Vacation Trip—Will 
Not Visit South or West Coast. 


By NORMAN W. BAXTER. 

President Coolidge has vetoed the 
idea that he spend the spring and 
summer in touring the country. He will 
not go South for a spring vacation, nor 
has he any idea of going to the Pacific 
coast this summer. 
The announcement was made yester- 
day at the White House that he 
planned only to make his customary 
trip for vacation purposes and is ex- 
pected to cut down the number of in- 
vitations materially. 
Ever since the President stated that 
he was going West there has been al- 
most a steady stream of callers at the 
executive offices bearing invitations to 
the President. The geographical limita- 
tions which the President himself im- 
posed when he said that he would go 
somewhere away from the Atlantic sea- 
board, have not been adhered to. by 
many of those anxious to offer him 
vacation homes. 
The South and far West have been 
included in the invitations, but it was 
announced yesterday by the spokesman 
that the President would not find time 
to go South, nor would it be possible 


- 


for him to visit any of the many points 
from Washington to southern Califor- 
nia that have been: suggested to him. 

Extensive traveling is not the Presi- 
dent’s idea of a good time. He does 
not have the same desire to get over 
the country that President Harding 
had. A tour is not a vacation in the 
mind of the present occupant of the 
White House... It is believed likely, 
therefore, that the most he will do in 
the way of speaking or contact with 
the country on his way out and back 
to his summer residence will be two or 
three speeches at such points as may 
be reached without prolonging the 
journey unduly. 

According to the intimates of the 
President, he feels that there is enough 
work for him to do here in Washington 
to keep him busy and that his physical 
condition is such that he does not re- 
quire more than the normal vacation 
period. Because of these two considera- 
tions he expects to keep close to Wash- 
ington until the hot weather sets in.

Not only will the police court be

A formal note from Foreign Minister 
Espinoza of the liberal government, ad- 
dressed to the State Department, said 
that Juan B. Sacasa, liberal leader, had 
received information that in the recent 
fighting at Chinandega, Brooks and 
Mason, “in one of their raids set on 
fire several blocks of buildings in the 
central part of the town causing heavy 
losses Of national and private property, 
leaving homeless more than 80 families 
and killing many noncombatants.”’ 

The note expressly declared that the 
liberal government “declines responsi- 
bility regarding the future of the avi- 
ators, Brooks and Mason,” should they 
fall into the hands of the liberal forces. 


U. S.-Canada Session 
On Radio Peace Fails 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Negotiations -for settlement of the 
dispute between Canada and the United 
States over radio broadcasting have 
broken down. 

As the Canadian delegation, which 
Monday renewed conferences with 
American radio authorities, prepared to 
return to Canada last night, Alex John- 
ston, Canadian deputy minister of ma- 
rine, said the negotiations had been 
without result and that the situation 
remained as it was before conferences 
were started here two weeks ago. 

No statement was issued by either 
side, Dut it is understood the United 
States representatives did not meet the 
demands of the Canadians for a mini- 
mum of twelve exclusive wave lengths. 
There apparently is no arrangement for 
@ renewal of the conversations between 
the two countries.

reduction to 14% cents. 

The Pan-American Co. cut followed 
a reduction by leading companies 
Saturday which brought the retail price 
down from 18% cents to 16% cents a 
gallon, State tax included. 

Doheny, who has been ill, appeared 
at his office here today for the first 
time in recent weeks to authorize the 
price cut.

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PARIO ARMS DRAFT 


INSISTS ON TOTAL 
FOR AAV TONAIAGE 


Would Leave Nations Free to 
Build Such Ships as 
They Desire. 


TEXT MEETS ENGLISH 
POSITION ON AIRCRAFT 


Bernstorff Urges the General 
Leveling: of Armament by 
Larger States. 


Geneva, March 22 (By A. P.).—The 
French draft of a general treaty for 
the limitation of armaments, made pub- 
lic tonight, shows a continuation of 


the French insistence on a system of 
total naval tonnage in any allotments 
of naval strength, instead of the split- 
ting up of tonnage by categories of 
warships, as advocated by the United 
States and Great Britain. 

The French draft makes it clear that 
each power should be free to distribute 
its total tonnage in the type of war- 
ship best suited to its national ‘inter- 
ests, defense and security. 

A subsequent naval clause, which is 
believed to be a friendly allusion to 
the projected Coolidge and three-power 
conference, stipulates that the treaty 
does not nullify conventions previous- 
ly signed by separate nations. 

Unlike the British draft offered to 
the preparatory commission for a gen- 
eral disarmament conference, now in 
session, the French draft practically 
excludes reservists from army cuts by 


limiting such reductions to troops or 


forces in service. . 

The text meets the British on the 
aviation problem by not insisting on 
the limitation of civil air craft unless 
it endangers the security of other sig- 
natories. 

After requiring each country to an- 
nounce in advance its annual arma- 
ment expenditure, the document pro- 
poses the institution of a permanent 
disarmament commission at the League 
of Nations, composed of states which 
are members of the council with the 
addition of the United States and Rus- 
sia, to survey the execution of the 
treaty. 

Calling attention to Germany's weak- 
‘ness in armaments, Count von Bern- 
storff, the German delegate, addressing 
the preparatory commission, declared 
that there must bea general leveling 
of armaments with reductions by the 
powerful states, as the present inequal- 
ity was bad for the maintenance of 
peace. 

That President Coolidge proposed the 
holding of a three-power naval disarma- 
ment conference at Geneva as a means 
of assisting, not hindering, the general 
disarmament negotiations here, is the 
view expressed today by Viscount Cecil. 

Lord Cecil, who is representing Eng- 
land at the present sessions of the 
League of Nations preparatory commis- 
sion on disarmament, told the press 
that if the three-power conference 
made real progress he was convinced 
that President Coolidge would be only 
too glad to coordinate it with the gen- 
eral effort. He added that the Presi- 
dent apparently desires to promote 
limitation of armaments without regard 
to where it is done or under whose 
auspices. 


3,000 Ilomeless in Rangoon Fire. 

London, March 22 (By A. P.).—An 
Exchange Telegraph dispatch from Ran- 
goon, Burma, says the native quarter 
of that city has been destroyed by 
fire. Six hundred houses were burned 
and 3,000 persons are homeless.

Depositors Uneasy Over Eco- 
nomic Situation as Result 
of National Order.

CALLED FINANCIAL PANIC 


New York, March 22 (By A. P.).— 
Six Japanese banks having an aggregate 
capital of 80,175,000 yen and total uwe- 
posits of 127,747,000 yen have closed 
their doors as a result of runs created 


by uneasiness developing over the econ- 
ofhic situation as a result of the gov- 
ernment financial program, it was re- 
vealed in private cables received here 
today by Japanese bankers. The large 
Japanese banks have not been affected, 
cables said, and measures have been 
taken to extend government and other 
support to the smaller institutions. 

The first bank to feel the effects: 
of the uneasiness, which grew out of 
the Japanese government’s plan to set- 
tle claims arising out of certain guar- 
antees made by the government follow- 
ing the earthquake of 1923, was the 
Watanabe, in Tokyo, which closed its 
doors about ten days ago. Today five 
other banks were forced to suspend 
business. They were Murai, Makai, 
Nakazawa and the Eighty-Fourth in 
Tokyo, and the Soda Bank of Yoko- 
hama. 

Local Japanese bankers said that 
there were approximately 40 banks in 
Tokyo. 
®London, Mafch 22 (By A. P.).—Dis- 
patches from Tokyo tn the Exchange 
Telegraph Co. annou. a condition 
approaching financial¥ panic there. 
Three banks announced today that 
they had ‘closed for adjustment,” mak- 
ing a total of five which since the first 
of the week have been unable to pay 
current withdrawals. 

The Bank of Japan has called a 
meeting of bankers to consider coping 
with -the situation. It is understood 
that the minister of finance has ef- 
fected a compromise by which the un- 
popular bill embodying a relief scheme 
for sufferers in the 1923 earthquake 
will be modified and passed immedi- 
ately by the diet, thus releasing about 
100,000,000 yen, which is believed to 
be sufficient to prevent any further 
crashes. 

The closing of the three banks today 
started runs on a number of the 
smaller institutions.

LIVING, RECEIVES PARDON 


Officials Seek. to Determine 
Why Woman Testified She 
Saw “Murder.” 


SIMILAR CASE REVEALED 


Frankford, Ky., March 22 (By A. P.) 
One wrong righted by the pardoning 
today of Conley Dabney, Harlan county 
officials continued their investigation 
to determine why Marie Jackson, 27 
years old, testified at his trial that she 
saw him kill Mary Vickery, 16 years 
old. Miss Vickery returned Saturday 
and denied that she knew Miss Jack- 
son or Dabney. Dabney was serving a 
life sentence for having “‘murdered”’ her. 

At the trial Miss Jackson testified 
she had known the Vickery girl, and 
had seen Dabney. kill her, but when 
they were brought together in the Har- 
lan county jail she could not identify 
the girl. 

Mystery still surrounds the identity 
of the woman whose body was found in 
an abandoned mine. and at first be- 
lieved to be that of the Vickery girl. 

Five former husbands of Mrs. Lelia 
Hicks Cole came in for consideration 
today. Harlan county officials, taking 
Dabney’s word that the Jackson woman 
had told him the victim was a Mrs. 
Williams, sought to determine whetherr 
any of Mrs. Cole’s former husbands 
were riamed Williams. 

Mrs. Cole disappeared in December, 
1924, after having separated from her 
last husband, Carlo Cole. 

The Dabney-Vickery case in Harlan 
county has almost a parallel in Bell, an 
adjoining county. 

James Eads, of Windsor, Ontario, 
Canada, disappeared a few days before 
Christmas; 1925, at the time he was 
known to have had a difficulty with 
Dillard Wilson and Colson Howard, at 
Brownies Creek, 20 miles from here on 
the Harlan road. 

Later some bones .were found behind 
a log near the house where the fight 
occurred. Wilson and Howard were ar- 
rested and indicted onm- a charge of 
murder. + 

While they were awaiting trial Eads 
returned to his home in Windsor. He 
told of having left Bell county and 
gone to New Orleans, where he shipped 
on a cattle boat and went around the 
world. 

Counsel for Wilson and Howard said 
the bones were, “nothing but those of 
a horse.”” The murder indictments 
were dismissed. 


Former Navy Officer 
And Wife Found Shot 


New York, March 22 (By A. P.).—The 
bodies of William F. Gray, 45 years old, 
a retired naval lieutenant, and his 
divorced wife, Lucy, 35, were found in 
their Brooklyn apartment today. Death 
was due to gun wounds. 

Police said they believed Gray killed 
the woman and then committed suicide 
Sunday morning. An automatic pistol 
‘was found near his right hand.

NEWSBOYS DENY HEARING 


DEARTH GAOE WARRANTS 


Judge Threatened Probation 
for Selling Papers Contain- 
ing Attack, They Testify. 


SENATE POWER IS UPHELD 


Indianapolis, Ind., March 22 (By A. 
P.)—A _ portly, “middle-aged circuit 
court judge, confronted with impeach- 
ment charges, sat in the Indiana senate 


today and heard four newsboys from 
Munice testify that no warrant had 
been read them before they were haled 
into his court for selling newspapers 
containing an attack on him. 

The judge, Clarence W. Dearth, of the 
Delaware circuit court, rubbed his head, 
adjusted his spectacles and glanced 
everywhere but at the- youngsters as 
they told of being brought before him 
on February 19, 1927, and threatened 
with being placed on probation if they 
persisted in selling the Muncie Post 
Democrat, edited by George R. Dale, 
who for years has conducted an edi- 
torial crusade against Judge Dearth. 

One of them, John Ranes, 14 years 
old, told of being called a liar by the 
policeman who arrested him, of hav- 
ing run from th@ officer, but stopping 
when the policeman placed his hand 
on his pistol. Later, the boy said, he 
was slapped by Ira Pittenger, who haled 
him before the court. ; 

The youngsters testified’ that they 
were not paid for the confiscated news- 
papers. Undaunted by the warning 
they asserted Judge Dearth gave them 
that they should not sell any more 
Post Democrats, unless he gave permis- 
sion, at least two of them bought more 
papers, and a second time, on the same 
day, were brought into court. In all, 
between 35 and 45 newsies were brought 
before Judge Dearth, according to tes- 
timony. 

Judge Dearth explained to them that 
the newspapers slandered him. De- 
fense counsel protested vigorously 
against the admission of much of the 
evidence, but in most instances were 
overruled. They devoted little time to 
cross-examination, and finally, tosave 
time, said they were willing to admit 
that no warrants had been issued for 
the arrest of any of the boys. 

Earlier in the day the senate court 
had overruled a demurrer contending 
that the senate lacked jurisdiction to 
try Dearth on charges of corruption 
and high crime, the defendants had 
pleaded not guilty, and opening state- 
ments had been made by both sides. 

The senate courtroom presented an 
odd contrast to that in which trials 
ordinarily are conducted. Two sena- 
tors, attorneys by profession, sat beside 
Lieut. Gov. Van Orman, the presiding 
officer, to advise him in legal procedure 
in acting on objections. Van Orman is 
a business man. : 

The senate was startled early in the 
day by an assertion by Senator Earl 
W. Payne, of Bloomington, that a man 
from Yorktown, Ind., had made an 
effort to intimidate and influence him 
in the case. Senator Payne’s state- 
ment followed that of Representative 
J. Glenn Harris, of Gary, one of the 
members of the house board of man- 
agers, which is prosecuting Judge 
Dearth, that “somebody has attempted 
to intimidate some of the witnesses.”

TRUST IN DEFENSES .« 
INCREASED BY EVENTS 


No Civilians Are Injured in 
Concessions, Although 
Escapes Are Close. 


Shanghai, March 22 (By A. P.).—To- 
day's events generally heightened for- 
eign confidence in the defenses which 
have been set up against invasion of 
the international settlement, although 
much anxiety remains concerning the 
internal industrial situation. 

Red was the prevailing color in 


Shanghai, even in the foreign settle- 
ments, Kuomintang flags being un- 
furled everywhere by Chinese welcom- 
ing the nationalists. The Nanking road 
was a long vista of red banners with 
their white suns in a blue field in the 
upper left corner — the Kuomintang 
fla 


A view from a high building in the 
city showed a forest of red flags, one 
being even raised over the former head- 
quarters of Gen. Pi Sun-Chen, the 
Shantungese commander in Shanghai 
at the office of the foreign affairs com- 
missioner. The red flag appeared on 
thousands of rikshaws and motor cars 
despite the efforts of the foreign police 
to prevent its display by vehicles in 
the foreign areas. 


Big Parade Is Staged. 


Outside of the bloody districts to 
the north of the international settle- 
ment, the spirit of the day among the 
Chinese was one of celebration rather 
than war like. 

In the native city adjoining the 
French concession, students and work- 
ers staged a monster parade and dem- 
onstration, in which red flags with the 
soviet hammer and sickle were notice- 
able. The marchers included thousands 
of women workers, some of the flapper 
type, and others aged and with bound 
feet. 

Few foreign women were on the 
downtown streets. 

Tonight the streets of the foreign set- 
tlement were nearly deserted the resi- 
dents remaining at home in accord- 
ance with the advioe of the municipal 
council. Cabarets and dancing places 
had few patrons and some were closed. 


A General Strike Spreads. 


The general strike declared as soon 
as it was known that the nationalists 
would occupy Shanghal has spread, and 
it is now estimated that 200,000 work- 
ers are out, a majority of foreginers 
are continuing their business as usual, 
although a large proportion of the men 
are ormed as volunteers for special 
police. 

Although the rain of bullets and 
small shells which fell inside the set- 
tlement from Chapet today caused 
some anxiety, no civilian casualties 
among the foreigners were reported. 
Several, however, had narrow escapes. 
At least one Chinese was killed and 
several wounded on foreign territory by 
stray shots.

was released. All the children were 
believed to have been safely evacuated. 


A nationalist division also advanced 
along the railway encircling the for- 
eign settlements and 3,000 nationalists 
occupied Chapei and the Shanghai 
north station, where they were within 
& few yards of British outposts. 

The United States marines today were 
quartered in their shore billets and took 
up their assignment of maintaining 
order inside the settlement boundary. 
The areas which they patrolled are 
within range of rifle fire from the 
Chinese section and several spent bul- 
lets from the Chapei district fell in the 
regimental headquarters, but caused no 
casualties. 


American Task Vital. 


The Americans have the important 
task of protecting the vital services 
against attempts by agitators to cripple 
them. 

One battalion holds the northern 
factory district known as Yangtze-poo, 
including the waterworks and electric 
power plant serving the major portion 
of the foreign settlements. Several 
American-owned factories are in the 
area, which extends as far as the mouth 
of the Shango-Poo river. 

Another battalion has a district lying 
immediately to the west, including mar- 
kets, docks, factories and a dense and 
turbulent native population. A third 
detachment holds the northwestern 
portion of the international settlement, 
which includes international troop 
regimental headquarters. 

Most of the marines are billeted in 
specially built huts, while others are 
quartered in the schools and factories. 
Patrols traverse the area continually 
with fixed bayonets and automatic pis- 
tols. The marines are on the most 
friendly terms with the British troop- 
ers who hold the adjacent areas. There 
are also some Japanese troops occupying 
Japanese-owned factories within the 
American area. 

As an example of the chaos outside 
the foreign settlements, northern 
forces are still running an armored 
train and firing on anything in sight 
between the Shanghai north and 
northeastern stations. The white Rus- 
sians in charge of the train apparently 
either are unaware that the Shantung- 
ese forces are not supposed to be fight- 
ing, Or are afraid to leave the train. 


Two Russians Beheaded. 


Yesterday Cantonese beheaded two 
white Russians within sight of the 
British guards at one of the barriers 
and stuck the heads on their bayonets, 
holding them aloft amid the smiles of 
Chinese spectators. 

The general strike is still spreading, 
and red intimidation is growing bolder. 
A party of men visited a railway fore- 


«man’s home and ordered him at pistol 


point to proceed to a spot on the rail- 
way in the northwest district and su- 
perintend the removal of the rails. 

The boatswain of a British ship re- 
ceived a note directing him to report 
at labor headquarters tonight to be 
flogged because he permitted wharf 
hands to scrub the deck of the vessel 
yesterday at the hour fixed for the 
strike. Should he fail to comply, he 
was warned, he and all his family 
would be shot.: 

The Cantonese troops are very un- 
prepossessing. A large proportion of 
them are boys in their teens. They 
are ragged and dirty, but all wear the 
red and blue Kuomintang necktie. A 
group of officers seen by the corre- 
spondent, however, were comparatively

Some Americans Isolated. 


(By the Associated Press.) 


Official reports from Shanghai last 
night indicated that victorious nation- 
alist troops were moving to take over 
the native city completely, which 
aroused hope that they would end 
quickly the period of panic and disor- 
der at the boundaries of the interna- 
tional settlement,. where foreign lives 
already have been lost. 

Consul General Gauss reported that 
evacuation of foreigners from homes 
outside the international barriers to 
the north was proceeding as rapidly as 
possible. 

“Some foreigners are isolated, includ- 
ing Americans,” he said. “Attempts 
are being made to reach them without 
military force.” 

The message, dated yesterday, said 
one British Indian soldier had been 
killed and séveral British troopers 
wounded due to firing at the barriers 
by “armed agitators.” 


In reporting movements of national- 
ist forces into the north area of the 
native city where nearly all of the dis- 
orders of the last two days have taken 
place, Gauss said: “It is hoped that 
they will quiet the situation there.” 

Pending restoration of order at 
Shanghai, there is no possibility of 
working out a formulae for the future 
relations of the international city with 
Chinese authorities. It is still expected 
at the State Department that the Can- 
tonese will completely control the sit- 
uation beyond the barriers as quickly as 
their troops drive out or suppress rem- 
nants of the Shangtungese and other 
defending forces. 

“Quiet is being maintained inside the 
settlement at Shanghai and the foreign 
residence area to the west,” Gauss’ mes- 
sage said. “Disorders continued last 
night and today in the Chinese terri- 
tory adjoining the foreign settlement 
on the north, where armed laborers, 
agitators, students and others have 
conducted a reign of terror, looting, 
burning and firing arms. 

“The forces of Gen. Pi Shu-Chén 
(Shantung commander in the native 
city) shot down a number of these 
men yesterday afternoon. Last night, 
however, Gen. Pi apparently abandoned 
the situation, although isolated de- 
tackments of northern troops have con- 
tinued firing, adding to the general 
confusion and disorder. 

“Changchow, Wusih and Soochow are 
reported in the hands of the national- 
ists. Northern troops from Soochow are 
reported moving to join their comrades 
in Shanghai.”

Crowds, including foreign women, 
flocked to the vicinity of the bar- 
riers throughout the day and the 
police were compelled to drive the 
sightseers from the danger zones 
while the firing from the Chapei 
district was heaviest. 

Sports, which are exceedingly 
popular in the foreign community, 
were generally dropped, but several 
intrepid golfers braved random bul- 
lets on the race course links. One of

British Officer Rescued 


From Executioner’s Hands 


London, March 22 (By A. P.).—Lieut. 
Col. Heywood, of the British defense 
force, and a small party of Britishers 
narrowly escaped mobbing and possibly 
death in the native city of Shanghai 
today, says a dispatch to the Daily Mail 
from its Shanghai correspondent, Sir 
Percival Phillips. 

The dispatch says that Lieut. Col. 
Heywood and his party went by auto- 
mobile to the native city to interview 
the Cantonese Gen. Chou to discuss 
means of alleviating the general situa- 
tion. 

The British car was caught in a 
seething mob of students, who, shout- 
ing “Kill the foreign dogs,”’ called for 
the executioner. The latter appeared 
in black clothes ready to perform his 
office, the dispatch says, when Gen. 
Chou’s bodyguard rescued the British- 
ers in the nick of time. 

Describing the northerners’ debacle, 
the correspondent says that the re- 
treating soldiers were like driven sheep. 
The northerners appeared to have but 
one object in life, namely, to gain the 
shelter of the barriers at which they 
had been sniping only a few minutes 
before. 

The mob, stupid with terror, swayed 
back and forth against the barrier, 
seeking a weak spot. At one point the 
British were unable to withstand the 
sudden flood of frenzied men, who, 
bleeding from barbwire scratches and 
with clothes torn in shreds, rushed into 
the settlement. 

The dispatch says that the north- 
erners still carried their rifles but ap- 
peared to have no thought of shooting. 
The correspondent estimated that at 
least 1,000 northerners were killed, 
wounded or captured in the fighting 
with the Cantonese, since only about 
1,700 succeeded in entering the settle- 
ment. 

The international settlement was de- 
scribed as crowded almost beyond en- 
durance by the influx of native refu- 
gees.

the stock is so weak that it can hardly 
walk around.” 

Mr. Gloth said: 

“I agree with the report given by 
the officials of the State organization, 
as well as of the Washington Animal 
Rescue league. Animals were found to be 


in a starved condition when the sheriff 
and I visited the property, and steps 
should be taken to prevent such a sit- 
uation from existing.” 

Neighbors reported to the investigat- 
ing authorities that a few nights ago 
the greater part of the live stock was 
removed from the place. 

Little was known of Offutt. His ad- 
dress was given as R. D., Falls 
Church. He did not live on the place 
and it has no caretaker, it was said.

MELLON’S LETTER RAISED 


London, March 22 (By A. P.).—Win- 
ston Churchill, chancellor of-the ex- 
chequer, told the house of commons 
today that even if the full Dawes pay- 


ments were received from Germany for 
60 years from now, Great Britain would 
not receive a sufficient amount to cover 
her payments to the United States, in- 
cluding payments made in the past 
before anything was received from her 
creditors. 

His statement was made in answer to 
questions by members of the house 
anxious to clear up the British position 
with reference to the recent statement 
of Andrew W. Mellon, American Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, on the debts 
owed to the United States and German 
reparations. , 

Mr. Churchill added that in accord- 
ance with the policy of the Balfour 
note, the British government had un- 
dertaken to make a_ proportionate 
abatement in the next payment due it 
in the event that the aggregate receipts 
for reparations and war debts exceeded 
the aggregate payments to the United 
States. * Consequently in no circum- 
stances, could the government retain 
any excess over its payments to the 
United States. The British government 
considered this undertaking binding. 

The chancellor declined to agree with 
some of the members’ assumptions that 
Secretary Mellon's statements had been 
misleading. 

Mr. Churchill said that Great Brit- 
ain’s payments to the United States 
in 1927 would be about three times her 
receipts from Germany for reparations. 
He added that Great Britain should 
receive about £22,250,000 from her for- 
eign debtors, and would pay the United 
States about £33,000,000. 


Secretray Mellon, in a letter to Presi- 
dent Hibben, of Princeton university, 
made public March 16, said that Great 
Britain's schedule of payments from 
her debtors called for a substantial 
emount more than she would have to 
pay the United States on her Ameri- 
can debt. The Secretary added that it 
was true that Great Britain had agreed 
not to accept more from her debtors 
than the sums which, when added to 
reparation payments, would equal those 
which she pays the United States. Even 
taking this into consideration, the Sec- 
retary’s letter said it was obvious that 
the statement that the debt agreements 
the United States had made impose a 
tremendous burden of taxation on a 
friendly country was not accurate.

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HILLES HOLDS COOLIDGE 
UNTUAT BY FARM VETO 


Finds Few Supporters Alien- 
ated in Trip Across 
Country, He Says. 


FAVORITE BY HONESTY 


New York, March 22 (By A. P.).— 
Confidence in President Coolidge is 
“undiminished,” declared Charles D. 
Hilles, vice chairman or the Republi- 


can national committee, on his return 
today from a cross-country § trip 
through 24 States. 

While Mr. Hilles declared he took his 
“golf clubs” and not “gum shoes,” he 
was able to state that his travels 
through a “cross section of the coun- 
try” indicated the number of Coolidge 
supporters alienated by his veto of the 
McNary-Haugen farm relief bill was 
“much less than had been anticipated.” 

“That there has been. a considerable 
defection is undeniably true,” he con- 
tinued, “and it may or may not develop 
that large numbers of farmers in the 
middle West have permanently aban- 
doned a President to whom they had 
all along been attached because of his 
early experience and training on a farm 
and to whom they were bound by party 
allegiance. — 

“I do not believe the shadow will be 
cast on the entire future of the ad- 
ministration. Certainly dependable 
men in the central Western States who 
have made an examination and careful 
analysis are of opinion that the adverse 
political consequences of the veto have 
been greatly exaggerated.” 

The President’s “simplicity, sincerity, 
sagacity and rugged honesty,” Mr.

BATTLE FOR SUPREMACY 
IN AUTO FIELD EXPECTED 


Wall Street Foresees General 
Motors and Ford in Price 
Cut Clash. 


MERGERS ARE FORESEEN 


Special to The Washington Post. 7 
New York, March 22 (By the Asso- 
clated Press).—A gigantic struggle for 


supremacy in the automobile field, 
likely to result in several mergers and 
possibly some casualties among the 
motor car companies of the country, 
was visualized in Wall street today as 
& result of the announcement that 
William C. Durant had decided to de- 
vote his entire time to his motor in- 
terests, and Detroit reports that the 
Ford Motor Co. is in the market for 
machinery to change over plants pre- 
paratory to the introduction of a new 
line of Ford cars. 

While all motor companies are en- 
gaged in a contest for popular favor, 
which has been intensified by recent 
price cuts and the introduction of new 
models, the big battle is expected to be 
Staged in the low-priced field, with 
General Motors, sponsoring the Chev- 
rolet car, and Henry Ford, backing the 
car bearing his own name, as the chief 
competitors. 

While announcement of Mr. Ford’s 
plans has been withheld, Wall street 
heard that five or six equipment com- 
panies were bidding for the new busi- 
ness which he was expected to place 
within the next week or two. 

Mr. Dur withheld further com- 
ment on hig? plans until his promised 
statement for April 7, but his associates 
indicated that his energies would be 
centered on the Star line in the light 
6ix field. 

So keen has become the competition 
among leading manufacturers that fur- 
ther price cuts, particularly by some 
of the smaller units, would not be sur- 
prising. Merger talk has involved prac- 
tically all of the smaller companies 
with Packard, Mack Trucks, dge, 
Chandler, Cleveland, Chrysler, Pierce 
Arrow, Hudson and many others, all 
mentioned as likely units in new com- 
binations. So far as is known, how- 
ever, no actual negotiations have be- 
gun. 

Although Mr. Durant’s announce- 
ment carried the implication that he 
would withdraw from the stock market, 
in which he has been an important 
factor for the “bull” side within the 
last few years, Wall street generally did 
not believe that the automobile manu- 
facturer intended to stay out of the 
market altogether. 


Rooms Like a Hotel 
In New Sleeping Car 


Chicago, March 22 (By A. P.).—Com- 
forts of a hotel room, with the com- 
pactness of a Pullman coach, are com- 
bined in a new type of railway sleeping 
car exhibited by the Pullman company 
here today. The new cars do away 
with the old upper and lower berths, 
but are not convertible into day pas- 
senger coaches. 

The new type Pullman contains four- 
teen single “bedrooms” with full-length 
beds and equipped with hot and cold 
water, a folding table, chair, full- 
length mirror, electric fans and shaded 
lights.

NURSES DO GOOD WORK 


San Francisco, Calif., March 22 (By 
A. P.).—wWith its boilers fired to Ca- 
pacity the army transport Chateau 
| Thierry was rushing northward along 
the Pacific seaboard tonight to land 
at the earliest moment the 4 dead and 
the 69 persons suffering from the epi- 
demic of influenza and mumps aboard 
the vessel. 

The latest word received here from 
the vessel was sent by Representative 
C. F. Curry, of Sacramento. As senior 
member of the congressional delegation 
aboard the transport, Curry dispatched 
a radio message to Col. Louis Bash, 
head of the army transport service in 
San Francisco, advising him of con- 
ditions aboard. Further word from the 
transport was to the effect that the 
ship might be expected to dock early 
Thursday. Representative Curry’s mes- 
sage outlined conditions aboard the 
transport as follows: 

“A few cases of influenza broke out 
among the troops on the Chateau 
Thierry after leaving New York, but the 
disease did not threaten to assume seri- 
ous proportions until we left Panama. 

“Prompt action of the transport sur- 
geon and army medical officers and 
army nurses, as well as officers in 
charge of troops and their energetic 
efforts reduced casualties to a mini- 
mum. 

“The peak has been passed and the 
There 
is no danger of recurrence. The morale 
of the troops is very good and there 
is no fear among the passengers aboard 
over conditions now prevalent on the 
ship. The ship’s officers, army sur- 
geons and army nurses and enlisted 
men detailed on hospital duty deserve 
most hearty commendation for efficient 
work. 

“There have been but four deaths and 
these are the first deaths to occur on 
this ship since its present captain took 
command, about four years ago. 

“I, as senior member of Congress on 
the ship, am sending you this message 
to dispel any sensational rumors that 
may ‘arise over conditions aboard. No 
member of Congress is ill.

vious reasons the journeys from Wash- 
ington that he makes.

National Council of Cooperative Mar- 
keting, and Robin Hood, who have been 
prominently connected with cooperative 
marketing associations. 

Gallagher sought to ascertain what 
F. L. Black, business manager of the 
Dearborn Independent, had told him 
Peteet had said. 

Gallagher, in arguing in the absence 
of the jury, insisted that Peteet had 
warned the officers of the publishing 
company of inaccuracies in the articles 
attacking Sapiro and that the confer- 
ence had revealed malice -toward Sa- 
piro, whose claim to fame is based 
upon the organization of many farm-| 
ers’ cooperative organizations. 

Sapiro based his libel suit upon the 
allegation that the articles damaged 
his reputation among the farmers and 
limited his work among them by con- 
necting him with an “international 


band of Jews seeking to dominate 
American agriculture” and accusing 
him of bad faith and trying to spread 
communism. 

Cameron was permitted to reply to a 
question as to whether he had dis- 
cussed the Peteet visit with Ford, and 
answered in the negative. 


Memory Proves Poor. 


“Not that I remember now,” was 
Cameron’s reply to numerous ques- 
tions. He testified he could not recall 
any requests from other publications 
for the copy and illustrations of the 
anti-Jewish articles. 

He could not remember, he said, 
whether he had given permission after 
he had been shown several reprints of 
the articles. | 

Cameron, short, heavy-set and not of 
combative appearance, clenched his 
teeth and thrust his jaw forward when 
he delivered the testimony which had 
the effect of removing responsibility 
for the articles published and editorial 
policy of the Independent from Mr. 
Ford, the titular head as president, to 
his own wide shoulders. 

“If I am-going to run a paper, I 
run it,” he asserted. “I am not going 
to be responsible for anybody's judg- 
ment in a case like that. 

And, according to his testimony, he 
ran the paper with the full assent of 
Mr. Ford. 

“You're the editor; be sure you are 
right,” Cameron testified, became the 
motor car manufacturer’s formula 
when he would discuss various phases 
of the enterprises with him. 

“Did you ever discuss with Mr. Ford 
the editorship of the paper?” asked 
Gallagher. 

Didn’t Discuss Authority. 

“No, I didn’t discuss it with him,” 
responded Cameron. 

“Did you ever discuss with Mr. Ford 
the extent of your authority?” 

“Not except when he has said ‘you're 
the editor.’ ” 

“When has he said that?” 

“Well, in some such case as this: 
Perhaps we had been hammered in the 
press and I was showing him the clip- 
pings and he, not being familiar with 
the matter I was explaining, would say, 
‘Well, you’re the editor; all you need is 
be sure you are right.’”’ 

“Did you have such talks more than 
once?” 

“Oh, yes, more than once.” 

“Do you know the last occasion?” 

“Not exactly, but it was within re- 
cent months.” 

“During the course of the publica- 
tion of the Sapiro articles, as we refer 
to them, did you ever talk with Mr. 
Ford about the articles themselves in 
any way?” 

“It is quite possible that during their 
course I mentioned trem to him.” 

Discussed Sapiro Letter. 

Cameron testified that he did talk 
with Ford after receipt of a demand 
frota Sapiro for retraction. 

“Do you recall what was said be- 
tween you and Mr. Ford?”

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TANKS DOHENY PUT UP 
TO BE FILLED FOR NAVY 


Rear Admiral Rosseau Told to 
Negotiate for Exchange of 
Royalty Petroleum. 


WORK TO REQUIRE A YEAR 


(By the Associated Press.) 

The Navy Department has decided 
to go ahead with the filling of the 
4,200,000-barrel capacity oil tanks at 
Pearl Harbor, Hawaii, constructed by 


Edward L. Doheny as a part of the con- 
tract under which he leased naval oil 
reserve lands in California. 

The tanks were bullt by Doheny un- 
der the agreement he had for the lease 
of the Elk Hills, Calif., naval oil re- 
serve. The transaction was held illegal 
by the Supreme Court of the United 
States on the ground that it was talyt- 
ed with fraud. 

Rear Admiral Rosseau, in charge of 
naval petroleum reserves, has been con- 
ducting negotiations with oil-producing 
companies on the Pacific coast, and de- 
tails of the navy’s plans are expected 
to be announced next week. 

The great storage tanks will require 
more than a year to fill, since the navy 
intends only to ship royalty oils de- 
rived from operations in reserves Nos. 
1 and 2 in California. At the present 
time it receives about 83,000 barrels a 
month of crude oil from reserve No. 2 
and about 84,000 a month from re- 
serve No. 1. 

Admiral Rosseau was instructed to 
confer with the Standard Oil Co., Bel- 
ridge Oil Co., Pan-American Petroleum 
Co., a Doheny company, and Union Oil 
Co., and to arrange if possible an agree- 
ment by which they would accept navy 
crude oil in return for fuel oll, inas- 
much as the navy has no refinery for 
its crude products. 

The navy has taken under advise- 
ment the question of shipping the oil 
from San Diego to Hawaii in naval 
tankers rather than paying regular 
commercial rates for its conveyance by 
the private producing and refining con- 
cerns. 

At the present the tanks contain 
1,500,000 barrels of oll, which was de- 
livered by Doheny ‘under his contract. 
The remaining 2,700,000 barrels would 
be sent, beginning in June.

MELLON GIVES CUSTOMS 
DUTIES 10 NEW BUREAU 


Decisions Will Be Final Unless 
Disapproved by Treas- 
ury Secretary. 


RESULT OF RECENT ACT 


(By the Associated Press.) 


All powers and duties of the Secre- 
tary of the with respect to 
importation and exportation of mer- 
chandise were transferred to the com- 
missioner of customs, a post created 
under the reorganization act passed in 
the closing days of Congress, in an 
order issued yesterday by Secretary 
Mellon. The commissioner, however, 
will function under the direction of 
the Treasury head. 

This broad delegation of power is 
in accordance with the scope of juris- 
diction vested in the bureau of cus- 
toms, created by the act to take the 
place of the division of customs which 
heretofore has functioned under a di- 
rector. The commissioner of customs 
probably will be named this week. 
Ernest W. Camp, director of customs, 
is expected to be given the post. 

Secretary Mellon issued an order Sat- 
urday defining the duties of the com- 
missioner of prohibition and the juris- 
diction of the bureau of prohibition, 
also created under the reorganization 
act. Selection of a prohibition com- 
missioner is expected shortly, with J. 
D. Pennington, dry administrator at 
Pittsburgh, among those under consid- 
eration. 

Findings and decisions of the 
bureau of customs will be final so far 
as the Treasury Department is con- 
cerned unless modified or disapproved 
by the Secretary. Amendments to the 
customs regulations will not be effec- 
tive unless approved by Secretary 
Mellon. 

The commissioner of customs will 
supervise the personnel of the bureau, 
including the field service and special 
agency field _ service. An assistant 
commissioner will assist in adminis- 
tration of the bureau and two deputy 
commissioners will be appointed, one 
6f whom will have charge of the legal 
division, and the other charge of the 
especial agency service and investiga- 
tion by it. An assistant deputy com- 
missioner also will be named.

RELATIONS WITH MEXICO. 


The announcement that the United 
States has decided to terminate the 


\smuggling treaty with Mexico, and has 


so notified Mexico, will have a far-reach- 
ing effect upon the Mexican government 
and people. It probably marks the be- 
ginning of the downfall of the Calles 
regime at the hands of the Mexican 
people. | 

The treaty relating to smuggling went 
into effect on March 28 last year and will 
terminate on March 28 this year. So 
long as it was.in vigor the United States 
could not effectively lift the embargo 
upon arms destined for Mexico. The 
treaty called for the reciprocal denial of 
clearance to vessels carrying articles pro- 
hibited or restricted from entry in either 
country and for exchange of information 
as to the names and activities of persons 
engaged in the introduction of prohibited 
or restricted articles. Therefore, if Mex- 
ico had decreed a prohibition or restric- 
tion upon arms, which it had done, the 
United States would have been compelled 
to prevent such shipments and to reveal 
the identity of the parties attempting to 
erfgage in the traf#@® Thus the cancella- 
tion of the arms embargo proclamation 
would not have been effective. 

With the treaty terminated, the United 
States can lift the embargo upon arms 
destined for Mexico, and will be in duty 
bound to do so if the Calles government 
should attempt the confiscation of Amer- 
ican property. ; 

But the mere fact that the United 
States has paved the way to this action 
will run through Mexico like an electric 
current. It is a notice to the desperate 
and despoiled people of Mexico that the 
United States does not hold itself bound 
to bolster up the Calles government to 
the injury of the people of that country. 
Continuation of the arms embargo, in 
case of action by Calles threatening the 
safety of Americans and the integrity of 
their rights, would be equivalent to con- 
nivance by the United States in the suc- 
cess of the Calles program of communism 
and confiscation. It is the Mexican na- 
tion, not the Calles regime, that deserves 
the friendship and help of the United 
States. Calles has robbed the Mexicans 
already; when he begins to rob Ameri- 
cans it will be necessary for the United 
States government to cut away the ties 
that bind it to Calles. It can not with 
honor sustain him in his power when he 
misuses this power to take away the 
rights and property of Americans. The 
first duty of the United States is to 


_ ._ Americans; its next duty is to refrain 


from assisting Calles in his program of 
spoliation and outrage of the Mexican 
people. 

The uprisings against the Calles 
regime have reached such proportions 


3 that the Mexican dictator has begun gen- 


eral mobilization of troops to suppress 
the uprisings. Calles is said to have rep- 


' rimanded army officers for not acting 
_ with vigor. 
_ can army has no heart in shooting down 
_ the people who are protesting against the 
- outrages of the bandits who control their 
_ government. A revolt by the army may 
- occur whenever a leader appears with 
_ prestige sufficient to bind the people to- 
gether. The fact that the United States 
has shaken off one of the ties that bound 
_ it to support the Calles regime will dem- 
onstrate to the Mexican nation that the 
United States is their friend and nat 
their enemy. id

TARKINGTON ON DIVORCE. 


a Booth Tarkington, Indiana novelist, assumes

By 
of contrast, Nevada has 1,340 divorces 
annually per 100,000 population, followed by 
Oregon with 353. 

Obviously this ‘constitutes a genuine tribute 
to the Washington husband. By Mr. Tark- 
ington’s own statement, it is presumable that 
he allows his wife more complete freedom, 
more independence, and a greater degree of 
self-determination than any other husband in 
the United States. 


THE AUTOMOBILE CONVENTION. 


More than 400 secretaries and other officials 
of the local automobile clubs making up the 
membership of the American Automobile as- 
sociation are in session here. It is expected 
that the convention will take special cog- 
nizance of the Hoover plan for a uniform traf- 
fic code, the repeal of the remaining 3 per 
cent war excise tax on automobiles, and the 
plan of compulsory automobile insurance, 
which has been adopted by at least one State 
and which is being strenuously advocated 
throughout the country. On the first two mat- 
ters the association probably will place its 
stamp of approval. It is irrevocably opposed to 
compulsory insurance, however. 

A uniform traffic code for the entire United 
States is so patently an improvement over the 
present diversified regulations as to require 
no defense. The war excise tax, left over 
from the years in which emergency revenue 
legislation was a necessity, should be re- 
pealed. The public will approve of the asso- 
ciation’s stand in these two matters, but will 
not look lightly upon a pronouncement against 
compulsory automobile insurance. 

Such regulations are in force in Massachu- 
setts, and the experiment is being watched 
with a great deal of interest throughout the 
country. Proponents of the law making it 
compulsory for automobile owners to estab- 
lish their financial responsibility in case of 
personal injury or property damage before 
their license is issued claim that it does away 
with most of the hardship attending automo- 
bile collisions. Opponents, however, say that 
since the responsibility is passed on to an 
insurance company, the actual result is a 
lessening of personal responsibility and an 
increase of careless driving. In this view the 
association concurs. 

Such a condition probably would obtain 
during the first year in which the plan was 
operative. Premium rates, however, are based 
on the number of accidents, and it would 
seem that as soon as the rates are raised the 
individual would be brought to a sudden reali- 
zation that avoidance of accidents is a directly 
personal matter affecting his pocketbook. At 
any rate, Massachusetts has offered itself as 
a laboratory in which to subject the plan t9 
the test of experience. No pronouncement 
should be made until sufficient time has 
elapsed to make possible a careful examina- 
tion of all phases of compulsory insurance. 


TRAFFIC CHANGES. 


Although the 40 changes in the traffic code 
proposed by Director Eldridge loom large in 
the public mind, only three are of majoy im- 
portance. The majority of the changes have 
to do with parking restrictions and are there- 
fore only of neighborhood interest. 

Most important, however, is the proposal 
that a vehicle overtaking another proceeding 
in the same direction be permitted to pass 
either to the right or the left. If adopted, it 
may be expected that some difficulty will be ex- 
perienced until the public gets used to the 
change. Eventually, however, motorists will 
réalize that the proper handling of a motor ve- 
hicle presupposes the ability to steer along a 
straight line, and the middle-of-the-road hog 
will be less of hindrance to traffic. The law 
against passing on the right is being violated 
many times daily, and it is the part of wisdom 
to remove the archaic restriction. 

The suggested change in the method of mak- 
ing left-hand turns also is important. It has 
not been easy to understand why two methods 
of making such turns have been permitted to 
prevail up to.the present time. One or the 
other should be abandoned, and the system 
made universal throughout the city. Condi- 
tions on controlled streets in which left-hand 
turns must be made by pulling up on the out- 
side curb until the signal changes color have 
been far better than those obtaining in down- 
town intersections, in which the motorists 
must wait in the center of the street. The out- 
side curb turn should be standardized through- 
out the District. 

With the third new regulation, however, 
trouble is bound to develop. It provides that 
pedestrians must yield the right-of-way to ve- 
hicles whenever they are moving on proper 
signals at intersections controlled by police- 
men. Obviously, this is a further attempt to- 
ward city-wide pedestrian control, an ideal 
condition if it can be accomplished. Probably 
it is wise to have such a clause incorporated in 
the traffic code, although it is doubtful whether 
or not it can be enforced. Eventually, of 
course, pedestrian control will have’ to be es- 
tablished, and probably it will not hurt matters 
any to begin educating the public at the present 
time. 


REFORM IN COLLEGE FOOTBALL. 


President Hopkins, of Dartmouth, has ap- 
parently ‘“‘started something’’ with his revo- 
lutionary proposals for the amelioration of con- 
ditions in college football. His plan is to limit 
competition in football to sophomores and 
juniors; to provide each college with two 
‘varsity’ teams, one to play at home and the 
other away from home, and to confine all 
coaching activities to members of the under- 
graduate body. The underlying ide? is, of 
course, to do away with that overemp’.asis on 
college football which has developed so enor- 
mously and, as many think, so dangerously in 
the last few years. 

It goes. without saying that every profes- 
sional coach throughout the land is up in arms 
against the third clause of the suggestions 
made by President Hopkins. What does col- 
lege football exist for, anyway? Is it not that 
the coach may derive both kudos and kerdos 
from the handling of the team? A fgw months 
of intensive work, and then the coach may hie 
himself off to places of sunshine and repose 
until the season comes around to start the ball 
rolling again. The threatening of a position 
such as his, often carrying‘a much higher sal- 


| ary than that of the best paid member of the 
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teaching staff, is certainly a revolutionary pro- | 


ceeding and must be resisted to the death. 

With regard to the second proposal of the 
Dartmouth president, there is much diversity 
of opinion among alumni bodies, as well as 
among educators themselves. It is hailed in 
some quarters as a step in the right direction, 
because it would tend to prevent the concentra- 
tion of all the publicity on oné or two men. In 
other quarters it is condemned as the having 
of two teams would increase the need for foot- 
ball players and would therefore increase the 
evil of proselytizing. 

To confine football competition to sopho- 
mores and juniors, thereby excluding seniors 
as well as freshmen, is another proposal that 
is being hotly debated. Some think that it 
would involve rank injustice; others are of 
opinion that it. wowid be_a good thing; at least 
as far as seniors are concerned, because the 
senior already has enough scholastic and other 
activities on his hands without the added re- 
sponsibility entailed by competitive football. 

At all events, the proposals, as outlined, 
seem to have sufficient merit to warrant a con- 
ference of the leading colleges, at which they 
could be fully and dispassionately discussed. 


DO YOU WANT A HOMESTEAD? 


No more convincing illustration of the dis- 
appearance of the vast public domain that was 
available to homestead entry after the civil 
war could be made than is afforded in a note 
published by the Interior Department, in which 
“public lands’ in Wyoming are thrown open to 
entry. Preference rights are extended to qual- 
ified former service men of the world war. But 
those former soldiers will have to hurry their 
Steps, as there may be others claiming a pref- 
erence right ‘‘superior to that of the soldiers.”’ 

The period for filing on this last tract of 
available “homestead and desert lands’”’ in the 
public domain in Wyoming will be for 91 days 
beginning March 30, and it is to be hoped that 
the announcement that thére is land te be had 
for the asking will not attract a very large num- 
ber of Gen. Pershing’s army to rush for the 
“homesteads.”’ 

The land is mountainous, the-soil is stony 
and sandy clay loam, and the timber thereon 
is pine and aspen. When the homestead law 
was enacted some 70 years ago it was possible 
for a family to take up 160 acres for each adult 
member of the household, and later under the 
timber culture act, each might add another 
quarter section, if willing to plant a prescribed 
number of acres to timber. Still another act 
designed to populate the plains and the prairies 
was the preemption law, which allowed the 
acquisition of as much as 160 additional acres. 
Under these different laws the West was set- 
tled. The pioneers came largely from the Brit- 
ish isles and from northern and northeastern 
Europe, as well as from the Eastern and South- 
ern States. Land offices and receivers were ap- 
pointed and located at convenient places in the 
public land States, and-.everything possible was 
done to turn the prairies into grain fields and 
to make ‘‘the desert bloom like the rose.”’ 

This policy had the desired results. Terri- 
tories became States, prairies developed into 
farms and towns and cities sprang up every- 
where. In the last half century the public 
lands suitable for farming have all been taken 
up. Even regions formerly regarded as useless 
for farming purposes have been peopled by 
settlers, who through ‘‘dry farming” or with 
the aid of irrigation, have succeeded in raising 
crops without the aid of rain or snow. 

And now the Department of the Interior in- 
vites homesteaders to file claims upon this 
Wyoming land. What is there of it? How 
many families will the tract support? are natu- 
ral questions. The answer is found in the pub- 
lished description that will be officially filed in 
the land office at Cheyenne, the last remaining 
office in the State. It is ‘‘the plat of surveys 
in Sec. 6 T-32. N. R. 79, W. 6th P. M., Natrona 
county, Wyoming,’ and consists of—90.72 
acres, 


MODERNIZING THE MARINE. 


The Shipping Board announces the satisfac- 
tory tests of the first Dieselization of six ves- 
sels now in service as motorships. Congress 
authorized a total of expenditure of $25,000,- 
000 for the purpose of converting. the steam- 
driven vessels of the Shipping Board into 
‘‘Dieselized’’ craft. At first it was the idea of 
the board to convert fourteen of its vessels, 
but two were dropped from the list, and only 
twelve will be equipped with internal combus- 
tion engines at present. The total to be ex- 
pended on the twelve will be in the neighbor- 
hood of $8,000,000 to $10,000,000, leaving up- 
ward of $15,000,000 available for moderniz- 
ing other American tonnage. 

Of the six which have thus far been equip- 
ped with the Diesel engines the Tampa was the 
first to be given a trial. She was loaded with 
cotton for Bremen and returned to New York 
with a miscellaneous cargo. <A careful check 
on revenues and operating costs was kept dur- 
ing the voyage, with the result that at the end 
the account showed $58,000 in favor of the 
motorship as compared with average voyages 
of steamers of identical type and design. 

The Shipping Board reports that besides at- 
taining higher speed the motorships can be 
operated with fewer men in the engine crews. 
The cost of repairs to the engines is practically 
eliminated. Repairs to steam-propelled vessels 
frequently are so costly as to absorb the entire 
profits of a voyage.

THE FIRS? CANNED GOODS. 


A prize of $2,500 offered by Napoleon 
Bonaparte for a written description of 
how to preserve food in a way to taste 
fresh was responsible for the first 
canned goods, says the Christian Sci- 
ence Monitor. Francois Appert was 
awarded the prize in 1804, after nine 
years of experimenting. He used wide- 
mouthed bottles, corked and sealed. 

Several years later Peter Durand, an 
Englishman, first used a tin can, or 
“canister,” as he called it. The. first 
preserving done in America’ was by two 
Englishmen, who had learned the proc- 
ess in England. They were William 
Underwood and Charles Mitchell, and 
they used glass containers for vegeta- 
bles and fish. 

In 1825 Thomas Kensett took out the 
first patent for a tin can, but it was 
little like the cans of today. The old 
cans were cut by hand from a sheet of 
metal, and a rapid workman could make 
60 a dey. Todey one men, using ma- 
chinery, can make 1,500 cans, and these 


are far better than the old hand-cut 
ones. —

Commerce and Shipping. 

| To the Editor of The Post—Sir: Not- 
| withstanding we have been handicapped 
| by the want of an efficient merchant 
| marine, and by some of our own op- 
pressive marine laws, the export trade 
of the country shows an amazing in- 
| crease. The Department of Commerce 
reports that the value of the exports 
of products of American factories at 
the present time is six times as great 
as at the beginning of the century. 
Part of this is due to the increased 
price, but the interesting thing is that 
the quantity has trebled. The domestic 
demand has kept even pace in increase 
with the foreign. 

We are a growingenation, and if our 
producers were as aggressive in seeking 
foreign trade as they are progressive 
in the matter of production the United 
States would soon be the ranking 
country in the world as to trade. 

The thing to be regretted in this vast 
expansion of foreign trade is that so 
much of it was shipped in vessels sail- 
ing under other flags than the Stars 
and Stripes. American ships ought to 
do the great bulk of our carrying, but 
they really do but a minor part. Nearly 
all the vast trade of Great Britain is 
carried by English ships, and until the 
recent war Germany sent all its surplus 
-products in German ships. 

Why do we play so insignificant a 
part in ocean traffic? We have a Ship- 
ping Board and have expended billions 
to build ships. We built, and then 
scrapped; proving that the government 
is incompetent when it comes to con- 
ducting actual business. If we could 
get a Congress of business men, de- 


porting the hords of self-seekers, get 
men who are big enough to rid them- 
selves of the idea that personal or party 
advantage must be the governing power 
in all their actions, what a grand thing 
for the country and for the world it 
would be! At present the great need 
of the country is a congress of states- 
men, in place of pettifoggers, of pa- 
triots instead of self-seekers.

Parole of Dr. Cook. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: I 
have read with much interest your edi- 
torial in The Post of this date with 
respect to the parole of Dr. Cook. 

The parole of convicts has proven to 
have reformed more crooks than any 
other method, and the records of the 
Department of Justice show I think 
that 94 per cent of all men and women 
released on parole have made good; 
and yet in the face of this fact the De- 
partment of Justice continues to ob- 
struct the release of men and women 
on parole. Why, nobody can under- 
stand. 

At this time there are now in Fed- 
eral prisons some 2,000 convicts eligible 
to parole, and the cost to the govern- 
ment is large; besides, the family of 
the convict is an object of public char- 
ity. 

Our society has handled many thou- 
sands of parole men, and not over 5 
per cent of them have violated law 
since parole was granted. All hurting 
and no healing is bad. 

I think that the paroling of convicts 
should be put in the hands of an in- 
dependent board, as it is proven every 
day that the Department of Justice is 
prejudiced. Such. matters should be 
put in the hands of men and women 
with open minds. 

I think that we owe a debt to Dr. 
Cook for some of the good things he 
has done during his life, which should 
to some extent mitigate in his favor. 
The law as a rule is administered by 
prejudice, and such should not be the 
care. The district attorneys as a rule 
dominate our courts.

The importance of the action by the 
United States lies in the fact that this 
treaty prevented the effective lifting of 
the embargo on arms to Mexico. In 
other words, even if President Coolidge 
had decided to lift the embargo he 
could not have permitted arms to be 
shipped to Mexico from the United 
States without running counter to this 

act. 

. Article 1 prohibits shipments of arms 
or even merchandise across the inter- 
national boundary line between the 
United States and Mexico unless such 
shipments are covered by a shipper’s 
export declaration, a copy of which 
“verified by the appropriate officials 
of the country of origin, shall be fur- 
nished to the customs officials of the 
country of destination.”’ 


Shipments by Sea Barred. 


This practically bars the door to land 
shipments of arms, and article 2 of the 
treaty covers shipments of arms by sea 
because the United States obligates it- 
self not to give clearance papers to 
shipments of articles prohibited by the 
laws of Mexico. And article 3 binds 


ly all available information concern 
the names and activities of the per- 
sons known or suspected to be engaged 
in violation of the laws of the United 
States or Mexico with respect to smug- 
gling or the introduction of prohibited 
or restricted articles.” 

With the treaty terminated on March 
28 next, the way will be paved for lift- 
ing the embargo whenever President 
Coolidge decides to take this step—if 
he does decide upon it. But, mean- 
while yesterday's announcement by 
Prestdent Coolidge and Secretary Kel- 
logg relative to ending the treaty serves 
notice on the world in general and 
Mexico in particular that the United 
States government has decided upon 
his course of action.

and legations here yesterday. Diplomats, 


generally, viewed the statement as par- 
ticularly significant at this time and 
as certain to weaken Calles in the face 
of the various revolts and signs of un- 
rest which are reported to be cropping 
out in the interior of Mexico. 

The termination of the pact ends the 
Mexican government’s obligation to as- 
sist the United States in preventing the 
smuggling of intoxicating liquors into 
American territory from Maxico. This 
was the quid:pro quo which the United 
States got from Mexico for signing the 
pact, but the understanding is that this 
treaty did not accomplish much in the 
way of preventing liquor smuggling 
across the border. 

A letter signed by 362 citizens and 
expressing Opposition to any change in 
the administration’s policy regarding 
the arms embargo was submitted yes- 
terday to President Coolidge and a copy 
was sent to Secretary Kellogg. The 
movement has been brought about by 
the committee on peace with Latin 
America and the petition states: 

“We respectfully and earnestly pro- 


lifting of the arms embargo as leading 
to the overthrow of the Mexican gov- 
ernment and eventual intervention. We 
reiterate our appeal for arbitration.”

Mexico City, March 22 (By A. P.).— 
Bandit or rebel groups made an unsuc- 
cessful attack on another passenger 
train today, says El Universal Grafico. 

Following closely upon the holdup 
of the Laredo train on Saturday night, 
the paper says outlaws tore up the rall- 
road tracks near Yurecuaro, in the state

Mexicans Expect Revolts 
If Arms Embargo Ends 


Mexico City, March 22 (By A. P.).— 
Announcement today that the United 
States will terminate the antismug- 
gling treaty with Mexico next Monday 
has started speculation here as to 
whether this move may be followed by 
the lifting of the American embargo 
against shipment of arms into Mexico. 
Many think the lifting of the embrago 
would result in increased revolutionary 
activity against the Calles government. 

Officials of the United States em- 
bassy here confirm that they have 
transmitted to the Mexican foreign of- 
fice formal notification that the Unit- 
ed States government has denounced 
the antismuggling treaty, which will 
cease being effective March 28. Both 
the embassy and the foreign office de- 
cline to comment further. 

In other quarters, however, it was 
recalled that President Calles himself 
in receiving Hubert C. Herring and a 
“good will mission’? of Americans early 
this year declared lifting of the arms 
embargo would .precipitate revolution 
immediately against his government 
by making it possible for rebels to 
obtain arms from the United States.

TO EVEN A STRONGER FOUR-CARD 
MINOR. 


The advice embodied in the above 
pointer is illustrated by the hand given 
yesterday. South bids one No Trump. 
West doubles, North passes, and East 
holds Sp: 8-x-x-x Ht: x-x Di: x-x-x Cl: 
A-Q-10-9. East has not the strength 
which would justify his even consider- 
ing a Business Pass or a bid of two No 
Trumps; so it is clear that he must an- 
swer the double by bidding two of a 
suit. Generally when called upon to 
name a suit, the longest or, with equal 
length the strongest is the one to select. 
In this case the length of the two suits 
is the same, but there is great differ- 
ence in their strength; the weak suit 
is a Major and the strong suit a Minor. 
A dependable partner has not doubled 
without being prepared for, and indeed 
desirous of, an answer with a four-card 
Major, no matter how weak it may be; 
that is one of the requirements of 
modern double. While. it would be the

Dr. McCafferty does not apply to the 
hair dyes which are composed of a 
harmless vegetable dye and a mordant, 
These have more bite. They act more 
'quickly and dye better, but they are 
dangerous in so far as the skin is con- 
cerned. Compound henna is in this 
class. So is nut galls with iron and, 
copper oxide. There are others. 


Dr. McCafferty advises against the 
or metallic hair 
dyes. Among these are: Lead, silver, 
copper, mercury, tin, cadmium, cobalt, 
bismuth, nickel, iron and permanga- 
nate. Of these, the lead dyes are the 
most dangerous. The lead combines 
with sulphur to make a dark pigment 
which dyes or coats the hair, but some’ 
of it is absorbed and is likely to cause 
lead poisoning. The danger of this 
constitutional poisoning is greater than 
that of a,local skin eruption. Silver 
dyes are safer than lead, as are most of 
the other metal dyes, but none of them 
can be considered safe. 
The fourth and last group of dyes 
are known as the synthetics. The most 
used of these is phenylenediamin. The>

Orders to Bar Drinknig Are

Government Restraint Follows 
Period of Observation by | 
“Undercover” Men. 


The Federal government yesterday, 
through District Attorney Peyton Gor- | 
con and his assistant, Harold W. Or- 
cutt, clamped the lid on Le Peradis 
cafe, Washington’s largest night club, 
and procured a restraining order de- 
signed to compel the proprietor, the 
waiters and the patrons to observe-the 
prohibition law to the letter. 

The restraining order bears the sig- 
nature of Justice Wendell P. Stafford, 
of equity court 1, and orders the Na- 
tional Cafes, Inc., Meyer Davis and 
Howe Totten, owner of the building at 
Thomas circle which houses Le Paradis 
cafe, to cease forthwith maintaining a 
public nuisance—that is, permitting 
the patrons to drink intoxicating liq- 
uor and furnishing the patrons with 
the tippling facilities in the shape of 


cracked ice, glasses, ginger ale and 
other things. The restraining order Is 
the first of its kind to be issued in this 
jurisdiction, although it is an ordinary 
thing in New York, Chicago and Den- 
ver. It can not be termed a “padlock” 
order, as it does not close the cafe, nor 
does the petition for the order charge 
any liquor is sold or has been sold on 
the premises. The order is said to be 
the forerunner of similar orders which 
the government will ask to have issued 
against other cafes and night clubs 
whose proprietors and waiters are al- 
leged to have the habit of “winking” 
at drinking by patrons. 


Result of Observation. 


The action against Le Paradis is the 
result of a period of observation by 
prohibition agents, police, policewomen 
and “undercover” men who say they 
visited the cafe with hip-pocket bottles 
containing tea but labeled “whisky” 
and drank openly and were furnished 

with glasses, cracked ice and other fa- 

cilities and were informed, it is al- 
leged, by the waiters and ushers that 
it was all right to drink if the bottle 
was kept under the table. 

The prohibition authorities take the 
view that it is as much of a violation 
of the law to knowlingly permit and 
abet drinking as it is to actually sell 
liquor without a permit. 

Numerous affidavits accompany the 
petition for the restraining order. There 
is nothing unusual about the affidavits, 
except statements purporting to show 
that the waiters and ushers know the 
petrons drink and help them to drink 
by furnishing everything but the liquor 
itself. Numerous parties are described 
and it is stated that women have been 
seen to drink and leave the cafe under 
the influence of liquor. 

affidavits broadly in- 
sinuates that the kitchen of Le Paradis 
cafe is not large enough to prepare the 
food for the patrons if the patrons 
came there for food and not to dance 
or drink. In fact, it is charged that a 
waiter explained to the prohibition 
agents that most of the patrons came 
there to dance and drink. Numerous 
patrons sat out the entire evening with 
not a bite to eat, but with plenty of 
refreshments, it is stated. 


To Fight Drinking Encouragement. 


It is not the intention of the district 
attorney's office, it was stated, to hold 
Le Paradis or any other cafe responsi- 
ble for the patron who sneaks in with 
a bottle and surreptitiously drinks, the 
idea of the restraining order being to 
act against cafes who knowingly permit 
and encourage drinking in public. 

The sight of a whisky or gin flask 
sitting brazenly on a cafe table with- 
in sight of any one who cares to look, 
the act of the waiter in bringing 
cracked ice, glasses and other things 
to help the tippling patron consume

Uquor, the fact that the proprietor and 
the head waiter know the patrons bring 
their own liquor and intend to drink 
openly, are the things the district at- 
torney’s Office says it is vigorously op- 
posed to and will prevent. by restrain- 
ing orders. 

The action against Le Paradis does 
not appear to have been inspired by 
any desire to reform the cafe patrons 
or to protect the morals of the boys 
and girls who go there, but is designed 
atrictly to prevent violations of the pro- 
hibition law and it saya so.

| Temporary Appointment Held!

UNIVERSITY WOMEN 
TO MEET MARCH 31 


Fifth National Convention to 
Attract 500 Delegates 
to the Capital. 


Women’s problems which have arisen 
from the increasing complexity of 
women’s activities will be placed under 
the microscope and examined in every 
aspect when the American Association 


of University Women meets here in its 
fifth national convention March 31 to 
April 2. 

The convention is expected to bring 
to Washington women presidents of 
more than a score of American colleges 
and universities, likewise the deans and 
professors and approximately 500“dele- 
gates representing 26,000 university 
women. 

Problems which women have encoun- 
tered in social, political and economic 
fields will figure prominently in the 
discussion, as well as the trend of the 
times as it affects women. Problems 
of modern college life in women’s in- 
stitutions will be the subject of re- 
ports. 


DISCUSSION OF MORAL 
ISSUES HELD PROPER 


Methodist. Board of Temper- 
ance Explains Its Po- 


litical Views. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

The Methodist Episcopal Church’s 
board of temperance, prohibition and 
public morals last night defended its 
right to discuss the national issues des- 
ignated in its name, in a statement as 
to what the board ‘is and what it isn’t.” 

Without mentioning the conditions 
which might have provoked the state- 
ment, the board declared that under 
the Constitution it has not only the 
right but the duty to offer moral sanc- 
tions for civil government. 

The board was established, the state- 
ment said, as an “agent and servant” of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church in its 
effort to coordinate the gospel of Christ 
with economic, political. industrial and 
social phases of life. Its aim also is 
to create a public sentiment against 
“all public violations of the moral law 
and to all attempts to undermine and 
destroy civil and religious liberties.” 

The board never makes expenditures 
of time or money, the statement said, 
to obtain government positions for 
Methodists, nor has the board ever 
“secured, asked or wanted a dollar of 
government money” for its activities. 

“The board has no secretes as to the 
sources of its income nor the uses made 
of it and the openness of its propa- 
ganda prevents its being objected to as 
a ‘lobby,’"’ it added.

| The District commissioners and Di- 
rector of Traffic Eldridge yesterday ob- 
tained from the Court of Appeals that 
whieh amounts to permission to go out- 
side of the law and use their own judg- 
ment in enforcing the traffic regula- 
tions, especially those which are ex- 
pressly designed to keep drunken and 
reckless drivers from operating automo- 
biles. 


As a result of this new grant of power 
the authorities may now make agree- 
ments with the traffic authorities of 
any State or Territory in the Union to 
provide for a ban on drivers of automo- 
biles who are considered dangerous. It 
is admitted by the authorities that 
such agreements or understandings are 
not provided for by any existing law, 
but the contention that such things are 
warranted by public policy amd com- 
mon sense is upheld by the’ appellate 
court. 

The case was the petition of Dyer 
John Taylor, a real estate broker, for a 
writ of error to the District commis- 
sioners by which Taylor sought a review 
of the action of the commissioners and 
the traffic authorities who suspended 
his driving permit on the strength of 
his conviction before a justice of the 
peace in Maryland on charges of reck- 
less driving, speeding and driving while 
intoxicated. He was fined $130 and 
costs, but noted an appeal. 


Public Safety Held at Stake. 


While Taylor was not charged with 
having committed any offense in the 
District, the appellate court denied his 
petition after Corporation Counsel 
Francis H .Stephens had filed objec- 
tions to the granting of the writ of 
error. Since no law provides for the 
reciprocity agreement between Mary- 
land and the District by which dangerous 
drivers are denied the right to operate 
automobiles, the objections presented 
by Mr. Stephens are based mainly on 
what he terms common sense argu- 
ments and the right of the Sons to 
safety on the streets and highways at 
all times. 

The suspension or revocation of a 
permit after conviction in the District 
is mandatory, but suspension or revo- 
cation before conviction in the District 
is a matter of discretion with the traf- 
fic authorities, according to Mr. Ste- 
phens, 

The principal objections made by Mr. 
Stephens against a review of the dis- 
cretionary authority of the commis- 
sioners and the director of traffic in 
cases wherein it is deemed necessary 
to suspend or revoke a permit are as 
follows: 

“Tt follows, therefore, that in those 
cases in which swift and drastic pun- 
ishment is imperative, a drunken or 
reckless driver may demand a jury trial 
and because after conviction his permit 
would necessarily be revoked, yet pend- 
ing trial such a driver would be per- 
mitted to pursue his drunken and reck- 
less course through the streets. It fol- 
lows, therefore, that if the director of 
traffic is to exercise any powers worth 
while he is entttled to exercise the 
|right tq suspeAd or revoke permits 
in his discretion, except in cases where 
it is mandatory. 

“There is nothing in the law which 
specifically so limits his authority,” Mr. 
Stephens declared, referring to the 
agreement with the Maryland traffic 
authorities. ‘“‘The director of traffic is 
allowed to suspend or revoke with or 
without a hearing in his discretion. 
The law intended that he should have 
broad authority. 


Drunken Driver 


Called Menace. 


“The director of traffic has an under- 
standing with the Maryland authorities 
that in cases of character where a 
permit is revoked in one jurisdiction it 
shall be reported to the other jurisdic- 
tion and the permit there canceled. It 
is, however, an exercise of good ad- 
ministration and common sense. A 
drunken driver is not apt to heed the 
boundary line between the District of 
Columbia and Maryland and if arrested 
in Maryland he can be fined or im- 
prisoned, but not in the District of 
Columbia.. Such a driver is a menace 
to traffic not oniy in Maryland but in 
the District of Columbia, from whence 
he came. The question is not one of 
punishment of the driver, but one of 
safeguarding the people of the District 
of Columbia against the actions of a 
man whose conduct has shown him 
to be unworthy of having a permit. 
It should be remembered that a per- 
mit to drive an automobile is not a 
right but a privilege which may be 
revoked.”’

The 
text of Moore’s letter follows: 

“I suppose it generally is agreed 
‘among intelligent people that one of 
the greatest means of destroying the 
appearance of a city is the billboard. 
Washington comparatively is free from 
this nuisance, but I understand a de- 
termined effort is being made by the 
powerful organization which furnishes 
and promotes billboards to invade 
Washington. 

“The action of the commissioners in 
clearing Pennsylvania avenue of offen- 
sive signs was none the less wélcomed 
because of the comparatively little 
attention the public paid to it. Will 
you be so kind as to inform this com- 
mission just what authority the com- 
missioners of the District have in the 
matter of the control of and 
whether in your judgment additional 
legislation is needed to protect the city 
from this menace?”

Ballou insists Fhey See That 
Janitors Do Not Shirk 
Their Work. 


INSANITARY CONDITIONS 
FOUND BY INSPECTORS 


“Let-Down in Efficiency of 
Janitors, Superintend- 
ent Declares. 


Following recefpt of a report from the 
health department that many of the 
public schools are in an insanitary con- 
dition, Superintendent of Schools Ba!l- 
lou yesterday called a conference of 
school] principals and announced he 
would hold them responsible for keep- 
ing their buildings clean. 

Dr. Ballou said he realized that the 
women principals were inclined to be 
timid in dealing with the janitors of 
their schools, and he felt it necéssary 
to remind them that, under schoo! 
regulations, they have absolute super- 
vision over the latter. 


One Janitor Dismissed. 


If janitors refuse to obey orders, Dr. 
Ballou said, the principals need only 
let him know and the proper disci- 


plinary action will be taken. He an- 
nounced that one janitor was dismissed 
yesterday morning. 

“Since the war,” Dr. Ballou said. 
“there has been a general let-down in 
the efficiency of janitors. There was 
a time when our janitors were 100 per 
cent interested in keeping their bulld- 
ings clean. But now we have eom- 
ployed persons whose interests fall far 
below that standard.” 

In his ultimatum, Dr. Ballou de- 
clared that the “school bulldings must 
be kept as clean as possible, and the 
janitors must render the service that 
is expected of them.” 

Dr. Ballou gave to the principals 
copies of the report of the medical in- 
spectors of the health department, and 
announced he also would provide them 
with copies of the report recently sub- 
mitted by the fire department. This 
latter report showed that while condi- 
tions were improving, many’ schools 
still are faced with a serious fire hazard. 


Some Improvement Noted. 


The health report received yesterday 
showed that sanitary conditions have 
improved since the last inspection, but 
that conditions are still far from favor- 
able. 

In their investigation the medical in- 
spectors found insufficient lighting and 
heating, poor ventilation, old-style 
vertical drinking fountains, dirty walls 
and toilets, insufficient towels and 
other toilet equipment, lack of play- 
ground space, worn-out blackboards, 
and many other unfavorable conditions. 


Estranged Wife Sues
